When I moved again, to obtain a 
larger room, I spoke to the daughter 
of my new landlady, who seemed 
rather slow in making acquaintance, 
and was surprised when the land- 
lady interposed, " She can not 
hear," and then, regretfully, " She 
is not bright, like you !" Asked if the 
girl had attended a school for the 
deaf, she said "no" she was taught 
to speak— had been deaf since tour 
old. She must be about thirty 
now, with the intelligence of a child. 
Had she been sent to a good school, 
her life might have been made very 
different It is with a feeling of 
hat 1 report the illness 

of Mrs Henrietta Sonnebora Lefi. 
She has been through great suffering 
for many weeks now, and no hope is 
entertained for her recovery.

Mil- 
ligan. 

" I wish to mention to you that 
a resolution be passed that will 
instruct the Secretary to send a 
letter of sympathy to the bereaved 
families of Mr. Ratto, Mi. Heckmau 
and Miss Baars." 

Mr. E. W. Lohmeyer, the treasurer, 
reported expenses $45-45. and re- 
ceipts $73. 10; leaving a balance of 
$27.55. The Medal Fund amounts 
to $49. 

President I. Selig called the Fin- 
ance Committee, Messrs. K. Selig, 
IV Kaiser and M. Davidson to audit 
the statement, which was found 
correct. 

The Standing Committees were 
lax in handing in their reports. 
None were received from the Fin- 
ance or Legislative Committees. 

H. O. Schwaizlose, Chairman of 
the Committee on Literature, de- 
livered the following repott : 

" Since my election as Chairman 
of the Literature Committee I have 
sent articles to the Draf-Mtjtks' 
Journal of New York. From now 
on I intend to send the reports of 
the meetings to both the JOURNAL 
and the California News. The re- 
port of the convention as published 
in the News foi September was 
bandied by ex President W.

A big wood pile, 
however, is al the back of the old 
brick building, which will help to 
fill the void till a supply of coal 
Oan be bad, which it is hoped will 
be soon. 

The report of the Hoard is the 
20th since established, The deaths

prospective residents in view, three 
men and one woman, and as the 
men's quarters are already crowded 

ii is a question how to aooommodate 

lliem.

$1,153. |8, Thlf does not include the 

value ot the produots consumed by 

the Home people. To ascertain 

this the superintendent has begun 

lo keep a record of every thing 
raised on the farm and consumed, 
and by next year it will be possible 
to give the real money value ol 
what the fa! in is producing. 

The various societies which are 
rendering the Board valuable assis- 
tance maintaining rooms and other- 
wise contributing to frequent calls 

for aid, are thanked fot then- good 
work. 

Thanks are bestowed upon the 
Superintendent anil matron for 
their wise, kind, sympathetic and 



efficient, management, which has 
saved the Board worry and anxiety 
of the internal affairs of the Home 
and large family. 

In closing, the Board expresses 
its deep sense of gratitude to all, 
who in any manner assisted the 
Home the past year, in promoting 
the happiness and well, being of 
those under its roof, and asks a 
continuance for the future. 

The superintendent In his report 
gives a list of those who died and 
those admitted. In addition, two 
others left the Home. Present now 
thirty, and half of that number are 
over seventy years old. There are 
five who have reached fourscore 
years, and the oldest of these has 
seen eighty-five years, Mrs. John- 
son. 

Of the three hundred and seventy- 
four bushels of wheat raised the 
past season, one hundred bushels 
were sold at. two dollars and five 
cents per bushel, ami sixty at one 
dollar and fifty cents. Seed po- 
titoes were bought last Fall atone 
dollar a bushel, iu the Spring they 
Were worth from four dollars to five 
dollars a bushel, on account of the 
scarcity of potatoes and their high 
price last Fall. Other vegetables, 
of which the Home had an abun- 
dance were substituted. Eight hun- 
dred (plaits of strawberries, ninety- 
lour quails of red and black lasp 
berries, forty quarts of huckberries, 
peaches, pears, plums, apples and 
a lot of grapes, are some of the sea- 
son's products. 

The garden products were extra 
line this year, and sufficient vegc 
taldes of all kinds to supply the 
Home thoroughout the year are on 
hand. 

It took 100 tons of coal to supply 
the four furnaces and eleveu stoves 
during the year. 

Of the live stock on hand now 
there arc : 2 work and 1 driving 
horse, 9 cows, 2 two-year old 
heifers, 1 bull, 4 calves, 4 brood 
sows, 7 fall shoals, 23 spring pigs, 
about 7r> chickens, 9 turkeys and 
1 1 ducks. 

Some of the receipts from the 
farm were : 1 cow, $81.30 ; 1 bull, 
$54.00 ; 8 calves, $54.68 ; 201 lb. 
old hens, $40.20 ; hay, $128.85 ; 
160 bu. wheal, $320. The total 
receipts turned in by Superinton 
• lent Chapman, for the year, were 
$1,166.08. 

The garden was extended, and the 
whole garden enclosed with a new 
fence. Fruit trees to the number 

of loo to r>oo assorted berry bushes 

were set out besides a lot of shrub 
iiery, all of which were donated to 
the Home, by the Stairs & Harrison 
Company, of Painsville. obtained 
through Mr. C. R. Neillie, of 
Cleveland.

A new rat proof 
corn crib, more tile and a new 
breaking plow.

is very chociiiig. A slat nient of all 
receipts expenditures and balauoe 
of each fund is given here | 
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The largest expenditures for the 
year were for salaries and wages, 
$1377.30 ; next wholesale groceries, 
$637 79. Coal followed with 
$242 31. 

All bills had been paid up to the 
time the report was made, so the 
financial assests of tbe Home were 
$15,419.42, which is an increase of 
$3,257.14 over that of last year. 

From a copy of the Mhtdletown, 
Ohio Journal of the 6th inst., sent 
us, we learn that the venerable 
father of Mr. Joseph Goldman died 
the evening before, at tno age of 86. 
He bad been bed-fast the greater 
part of the past year. The end 
came unexpectedly. He was born 
May 12th, 1831, in Zeil, Bavaria, 
Germany. Simon, as his first name 
was, at the age of 16, unaccompa- 
nied, landed in New York, in Sep- 
tember, 1847, and after a ten-days' 
journey by rail, staire and boat, ar- 
rived in Cincinnati, among a few 
relatives and acquaintances. He 
started out selling dry-goods through 
the Miami Valley, starting out by 
foot, and then by hoisehack, and 
later by wagon.

His wife died six years ago. He 
leaves, to mourn him, six children. 
The funeral service took place on 
the 9th inst. We extend our con- 
dolence to the bereaved.

Tbe end was not uu 
expected, as she had been in poor 
health for a year or more, for the 
last few days being unconscious most 
of the time.

Tbe strong benefits derived from 
military drill, discipline and orderly 
control of the mind in schools of 
Cadets, is rapidly taking favor in 
learned parts of the world. Schools 
of military training now take the 
first rank. That the development 
of the physique; the strengthening 
of the muscles of bodily pose; the 
absorption of mental respect for 
law and courtesy by military 
application in schools, should com- 
prise a part of.tbejedncational course 
is daily becoming established.

And, such results, it is 
insisted, serve to produce the so 
called mere " cannon fodder." The 
aim of the real school of military 
drill is the building of the superior 
man; the man who can meet more 
strongly the requirements of his 
time and deal with the questions of 
efficiency better. The superior man 
then, moat assuredly, is tbe man 
possessing the greatest power in an 
active mind and an agile body. 
Military drill in its proper form 
also cultivates a fine spirit of loyalty, 
justice aiid a higher sense of moral 
duty. The spirit is the best possible 
outcome of youth. 

The New York State Legislature 
has passed the Slater Law, which 
provides compulsory military in- 
struction operative with tbe pre- 
sent school term. Every boy 
tween tbe ages of 16 and 18, with 
xception of those who are 
earning their own living, must un- 
dergo a course in military drill. 
This applies to all boys in public 
and private schools of this age. 
such purpose the Adjutant 
General has supervised the pur- 
chase of the thousand Canada Hi 
ties. Because of the difficulty in 
obtaining competent instructors, 
and other obstacles incident to the 
work of training practically every 
youth, it has been somewhat im- 
possible to carry out to exactness 
this task. 

When the difficulties with the 
work of introducing a complicated 
military system into tbe schools of 
the State are overcome, New York 
State will have In its schools a 
standing army more than twice as 
large as that which England possess 
ed before the war, and about four 
times as large as the regular army 
of the United States at the begin 
ningof the preseut year. At present, 
the armories have been entirely 
depleted of rifles and most of 
other equipment, so that drills no 
tar given to more than seven tbou- 
I students, have been in the rudi- 
ments of the soldier training, such 
assquad|formatiftD and physical ca- 
listhenics without tbe use of arms. 
The Corps of Cadets belonging to 
battalion here at Fan wood are a
